Few managers will stand: up and give three rousing 
cheers for pitching of that kind. Miller Huggins, rec- 
ognizing that oDoul was a good hitter, suggested 
that he take up outfielding as a trade. The happy-go- 
lucky lad—which he was in those days—was. shocked 

by this propdsal. He was a pitcher. Why speak of out- 
fielding to him? It Was ‘like hiring a man as a car- 
penter and then asking him to bake a cake. 

“Furthermore,” said Lefty, ‘I can’t be an outfielder 
on account of my fingers. These two on my right 
hand got hurt, and I can’t close ’em on a fly ball. I 
nevér could be an outfielder.’’ 

He showed Huggins. his fingers as proof of the as- 
sertion. Huggins looked at them, They were. just fin- 
gers to him. He thought that Lefty closed them on a 
bat rather neatly, but if Lefty didn’t. want to be an 
outfielder it was all the same to Mr. Huggins. Lefty 
went to the Boston Red Sox on waivers and finally 
drifted to Salt Lake. 

At Salt Lake O’Doul discovered that it was the out- 
field or nothing for him. He took up the trade he had 
rejécted with the Yankees and made such a success 
of it that the Cubs bought him for the usual stupen- 
dous sum, part cash! However, they didn’t bring him 
into the National League. They turned him over to 
Hollywood, and Hollywood traded him to San Fran- 
cisco, from which team’ John McGraw got him at a 
rock-bottom price.

OLD-AGE PENSIONS. 


Tt is ‘one of the blessings brought’ 


by medical and surgi¢al skill, of pub- 
lic health education. and supervision, 
and of better living conditions gen- 
erally, that the span ‘of life is 
lengthened for thousands.’ ‘The leases 
of life: Have been extended: beyond 
the period for which our’ ancestors 
were able generally to secure them. 
But this benign result’ has an atten- 
dant shadow: more’ people are car- 
ried, beyond the period of maximum 
strength and productivity and into a 
state of dependence, This means 
that more attention must be given to 
the preparation for age, for in the 
very prospect of a longer life the 
need of funds for shelter, food and 
clothing, and often for aaaea care, 
becomes more pressing. 

With GoLdsmiru, most of us love 
“ everything that’s old” except old 
age itself—“ old friends, old tunes, 
“old manners,-.old..books and. old 
“wine.” “However tolerable, “even 
beautiful and enjoyable, old age may 
be made,’ as LAELIUS said-to CaTO, 
by reason of resources, means and 
social position, amid utter want it 
“cannot’be a light thing ’—not even 
to a wise man. . It is good counsel to 
prepare for as long an old age as 
the actuary allows, . ‘and somewhat 
beyond, for: who: knows what indi- 
vidual life may not exceed this aver- 
age? But even with utmost taking 
thought fer the morrow, disasters 
may descend and trouble come that 
the greatest thrift could not have 
provided against. 

The chief objection urged in oppo- 
sition’ to’ an 6ld-age pension system 
is that it would lessen individual and 
family prudence. : But public: provi- 
sion of Some sort has to be made for 
those in distress and without private 
means, and the: question is what is 
the better way to bring to them what 
society will not humanely let them 
be without... Undoubtedly homes for 
the aged will be required for some, 
but that is a field especially for pri- 
vate charity: For the rest, they will 
generally be better off with an allow- 
ance that supplements what they 
themSelves-or their children or other 
relatives: or. friends can do for. them 
in their homes. A policy that takes 
away even from the poorest. their 
self-respect is unsound socially and 


economically. ‘The..pension system’ 


must be administered with discrimi- 
nating care as well as with Pee 
pathy. 

Great industrial and commercial 
concerns are increasingly . helping 
their employes to make provision for 
old age. The increase in group in- 
surance. is another indication , -of 
thoughtfulness for ‘the years beyond 
thosé ot prodiictive. labor. “But a 
great field of minor industries and 
small business remains uncovered. 
The State has a résponsibility whith 
will be-met most effectively. by doing 
for the many what the great indus- 
tries out of their concern for the 
future of their own personnel are 
doing for the-few.. Governor RoosE- 
VELT is to be thanked. for;setting on 
foot thé present inquiry into the 
feasibility of some such. plan,

Psychiatrist Declares... Ahtiquated 
Conditions Tend to Foster 
Outoréaks.

TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 19.—‘‘New 
York State’s prisons ‘are archaic, 
crowded, filthy; their inmates idle, 
disgruntled, inflamied—there is your 
reason for the prison’ revolts with 
which the papers have ‘heen filled,” 
said Dr. Walter N. Thayer Jr., Super 
intendent ‘of ‘the. New .York State 
Institution. for Defective Delinquents 
and a leading authority on. psychi- 
atry in an interview here today on 
his arrival to attend the American 
Prison Association ——“ — 
opens tomorrow.. 

“To attribute a reason to fie re- 
cent revolts in United States prisons 
—and here I refer to New York State 
in particular—you ‘have to picture 
a variety of surrounding circum- 


‘‘New York State’ s last old prison 
was built in 1845, when the popula- 
tion of the city was 2,500,000. Now 
the population has incréased to 12,- 
000,000. The State. population -has 
increased 400 per cent, but the cell 
capacity of the State's prisons: has 
increased only 33 per cent.

‘Gf you can ot the impression of 
disgruntied, idle men, confined un- 
der crowded conditions, in filthy 
stone cells, you can understand how 
these revolts break out,’’ he said. 

‘*New York State has three archaic 
prisons, dating back as far as 1825, 
and, although: there hasbeen an 
alarming increase in crime, no ap- 
parent effort has been made to in- 
Creise prison accommodations or 
better existing conditions in the old 
prisons.”

| University of Michigan Study! 


Indicates Remedy Is More 
Effective Than Liver. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Sept, 19 (>. 
-The Ann Arbor -Daily News says 
today that a new treatment for per- 
nicious anemia has been developed 
by scientists of the University of 
Michigan. The treatment consists 
ofan extract made from the hog,’s 
stomach. 

The treatment —— from ex- 
periments started last Spring at the 
Thomas Henry Simpson ‘Memorial 
Institute, which was founded for the 
purpose of finding a cure for per- 
nicious anemia. The treatment was 
developed by Dr. Cyrus C. Sturgis, 
director of the institute, and Dr. 
Raphael Isaacs, associate director, 
working in conjunction with Dr. 
Elwood A. Sharp, director of the de- 
partmént of experimental medicine 
of Parke, Davis & Co. 


receiving the treatment indicated 
that the blood-building agent in the 
new substance was more effective by 
a considerable percentage than that 
which had been demonstrated in 
liver-treated: patients... The use of 
liver has been recognized for some 
time as valuable in the treatment of 


pernicious anemia. 

Dr. Sturgis said that the work has 
not reached a stage where the ex- 
tract is available for distribution to 
médical centres, practicing phy- 
sicians and ‘patients, but that dis- 
tribution should be. possible in the 
* —— 

cian emphasized that the 
——— does not ‘constitute a cure, 
but. as with other agents, must be 
used as long as relief is desired, he 
said. Concentration processes have 
been rfected which make neces- 
sary the use of but one ounce of the 
extract per day to‘ prevent relapses 
on the part of the patient.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 19 ().—The 
fact that no one has accused the gov- 
ernment or the army of interfering 
in, the prep-rations for the Mexican 
Presidential elections on Nov. 17 is 
proof that impartial elections will be 
guaranteed and that the army has 
separated itself entirely from politics, 
President Portes Gil declared in a 
speech tonight at.a banquet given by 
a»group of high army officers to 
Secretary of War Amaro. - 

Fortunately the Dictator and tyrant 
tyne is disappearing from Mexican 
history, the President continued, and 
the army is now commanded by men 
who unselfishly collaborate with re- 
publican. institutions, upholding and 
defending the social program which 
the government is ng out. 

The President said the army is not 
to be blamed for past disturbances in 
Mexico, but men who influenced it 
were responsible. 

Secretary Amaro said the Mexican 
army was loyally oe it oF the pro- 
gram mapped out for i General 
Calles when he was President. The 
army is the Peet 1 guardian. of the 
principles o exican revolution, 
the War Minister asserted.

Officials of the Port of Néw York
